He received the Pulitzer Prize 
in 1921 for his “Collected Poems;”

In 1922 Yale University awarded 
him the degree of doctor of letters 
as the “foremost living poet.” 

Theodore Roosevelt was one of 
Robinson’s staunchest admirers. In 
1905, when Roosevelt was President 
of the United States, he wrote an 
enthusiastic review of Robinson’s 
poetry. 

Critics often argued over Robin- 
son’s philosophy. Once a critic 
wrote that “his humor is of a grim 
sort and the world is not beautiful 
to him, but a prison house.” 

Robinson said in reply: “I am 
sorry to learn that I have painted 
myself in such lugubrious colors. 
The world is not ‘a prison house,’ 
but a kind\of spiritual kindergar- 
ten where millions of bewildered 
infants are trying to spell ‘God’ 
with the wrong blocks.”

PRESIDENT OF FRANCE SIGNS 
TAXATION TREATY-WITH U, S, 


Paves Way for Exchange of Ratifi- 
cations of Pact Negotiated 
in 1932. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, April 6—President 'Le- 
brun signed the law today which 
authorizes ratification of the dou- 
ble taxation treaty between the 
United States and France. The ac- 
tion paves the way for an exchange 
of ratifications within a few days. 

The treaty was signed in 1932 by 
Premier Tardieu and United States 
Ambassador Edge, and is known as 
the Edge-Tardieu treaty. The Unit- 
ed States ratified it promptly. 

The double taxation regulations 
of France caused all foreign cor- 
porations doing business in the 
country to be assessed 16 to 18 per 
cent on the portion of their divi- 
dends ascribed to French opera- 
tions. The tax has not been en- 
forced pending the action on the 
treaty. It has been estimated that

His Criminal Record. 

Hamilton’s criminal record began 
in Dallas County, Sept. 30, 1931, with 
a three-year suspended sentence for 
automobile theft. He sawed his 
way out of the McKinney (Tex.) 
jail the next January while being 
held on automobile theft charges. 

He is supposed to have been in 
various criminal forays with Bar- 
row. He was sent to the State pen- 
itentiary in the summer of 1933 for 
a long term. Twice he _ escaped 
from the prison. 

On Jan. 16, 1934, Barrow and his 
machine-gunners raided the East- 
ham Prison Farm and freed Ham- 
ilton during a heavy fog. 

Hamilton, Barrow and others of 
the gang then began a series of 
crimes that extended from South 
Texas to Terre Haute, Ind., raiding 
small-town banks occasionally. 

There was a break between Bar- 
row and Hamilton. Hamilton was 
captured in April, 1934, following 
the robbery of a Denton County 
(Tex.) bank. 

A 99-year term was added to his 
sentences, making the total 333 
years. Several weeks later a 
Walker County jury sentenced him 
to death for the killing of Crow- 
son. Hamilton was returned to the

DEATH OF ST. LOUISAN

Coroner’s Jury Finds Chester 
L. Heflinger and Woman

ATLANTA, Ga., April 6.—A ver- 
dict of suicide was returned today 
in the death of Chester L. Heflinger, 
St. Louis paint salesman, and a 
woman companion who was identi- 
fied in the verdict as Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Coleman Ford Simpson. 

The verdict was returned after a 
Coroner's jurd had been told by a 
witness that he had known the 
woman as the former wife of Earl 
Ford, a former business acquain- 
ance of Birmingham. 

The witness, M. S. Mentzer, testi- 
fied he knew the Fords from 1918 
to 1923 and that Ford had been in 
the automobile business in Birming- 
ham. He said the Fords were di- 
vorced eight years ago and that in 
a telephone conversation with Ford 
last night the latter told him his 
former wife had married a man by 
the name of Simpson. Mentzer said 
Ford was now a resident of Canton,

He wil] tell you he has to work hard 
for what he gets, and perhaps trot out 
the old ‘dawn to dusk” gag. During cer- 
tain short seasons, he does put in very 
long hours. However, at any time except 
the very busy weeks of planting and har- 
vesting, he can always take a day off to 
go to town or go fishing or hunting. The) 
fully employed woman in industry, on the} 
other hand, must follow the clock, rain 
or shine, the vear round. It is doubtful 
that the average farmer puts in many 
more hours of work during the year than 
other full-time workers. 

Hiis criticism of the dole seems open 
to question, because he is a beneficiary 
of the dole in its worst form. Through 
AAA payments, the farmer receives a 
dole not merely for refusing to work 
when work is available (a practice he 
would strongly condemn in others), but 
actually for destroying food which is

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TOO MANY HORSES. 

Testifying in the Frisco inquiry, Frederick H. 
Ecker, president of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. and a Frisco director, said he was a director in 
15 or 20 business enterprises and thus was forced in 
general to rely upon advice from the managements of 
these corporations. 

Mr. Ecker, therefore, accepted the suggestions of 
a management which manipulated Frisco finances, 
secretly bought the stock of other railroads, retired 
bonds at par before they were due, declared dividends 
out of earnings needed for maintenance, squeezed the 
road for economies until its shops were closed and its 
tracks and equipment were unsafe, and at last sent 
the Frisco hurtling into bankruptcy. 3 

Since Mr. Ecker was buying at the time some of 
the defaulting Frisco issues for his insurance com- 
pany, we can believe that his information on Frisco 
finance was extremely meager. How could it be 
otherwise? A single great corporation requires all 
the time and attention its executives can give it. As 
Henry Ford has said, there is too much diversion of 
the brains of American business from business ad- 
ministration. St. Paul said: “This one thing I do.” 

The late Percy Rockefeller was a director in 59 
corporations. He was one of the moving spirits 
in the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad, 
which went into bankruptcy some years ago and is 
now traveling the same course, It goes without say- 
ing that Mr. Rockefeller, like Mr. Ecker, could not 
know intimately, as a director should know, the af- 
fairs of all the corporations over which he presided 
as an administrator. He knew about the St. Paul, 
but it is entirely probable that in the cases of the 
58 other corporations he perforce relied, as Mr. Ecker 
says he relied, upon the recommendations of the man- 
agement. 

The directors of the Frisco could have prevented 
the disaster which overtook that great corporation. 
E. N. Brown, chairman of the board, says he bought 
stock in the Gulf, Mobile & Northern deal, in which 
the Frisco lost a million dollars, with the oral con- 
sent of a majority of his directors. Mr. Kurn, one of 
those whose oral consent Mr. Brown claims, denies 
this. The fact is that the financial] controls of the 
Frisco bought this stock as a speculation. When its 
value declined, they transferred it to the Frisco and 
let the Frisco take the loss. They did this a year 
after they bought the stock. 

One of the Frisco bankers testified this week that 
while the Frisco lost some $10,000,000 on stock 


purchased in the Rock Island, it received ap- 
proximately $5,000,000 in dividends from that stock. 


'So it did, but the Frisco lost more than $5,000,000 


in discounts, interest and dividends upon securi- 
ties used to pay for the stock. Of course, the 
dividends from the Rock Island stock have infin-

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THE SCANDALOUS QUINN-FROST BILL. 

The Quinn-Frost bill, designed to increase 
enormous amounts the fees of Public Administrators 
in Missouri from estates of deceased persons, has been 
reported favorably by the Senate Committee on Wills 
and Probate Law. The committee's action was taken 
regardless of disclosures of the scandalous nature of 
this legislation, and of a vigorous protest against it 
by Probate Judge Glendy Arnold. 

Under the bill, the Public Administrators would ob- 
tain a monopoly on the administration of estates 
pending will contests. Such administration is largely 
a routine matter, often involving little or no work, 
yet the Quinn-Frost bill proposes to permit the Public 
Administrators to deduct from such estates large 
sums for themselves and their attorneys.

This means that the estate 
of a man who dies in New York, leaving stock or 
bonds in a Missouri corporation, would be subject to 
fee-crabbing on the part of the Public Administra- 
tor. The latter would take 5 per cent of the value 
of such securities for the performance of no useful 
service. What is even more ludicrous is that he 
could exact this fee even though the stock is 
safety deposit box in New York City or any other 
place outside Missouri. This feature of the bill would

Yet it is charged that a number of land 
owners whose holdings run into thousands 
of acres did begin evicting tenants whose 
work was longer needed, immediately 
after signing the Government contract. 

A little later, both evicted and unevicted 
tenants in the locality of Marked . Tree, 
Ark., in the rich delta country, formed a 
union for self-protection and this broucht 
still more evictions—not to mention arrests, 
threats and attacks on union members and 
their sympathizers. 

Many former tenants declare they have 
been evicted for no reason except their 
membership in this union. I met a num- 
ber of familles who told of being put out on 
short notice from homes they had occupied 
fo. several vears, and of having their house- 
hold goods dumped onto the public highway.

I talked with C. T. Carpenter, an old- 
fashioned Southerner. He is an attorney 
at Marked Tree, and has been seeking to 
aid the evicted tenants in that locality. 

“No matter what you hear about the mis- 
ery of tenant life hereabout,” he said, “even 
among those who have not been evicted, 
you will find that the worst is true. It has 
always been bad enough, ®ut now the fail- 
ure of landlords to live up to their Gov- 
ernment contracts has made it unbearable. 

“If only President Roosevelt could know 
personally how bad the situation is. the 
Government would do something about it. 
Hundreds of families are on the verge of 
Starvation because of the defiance of the 
Government by greedy land owners, many 
of whom do not even live in the State!” 

To understand the situation, we must re- 
view briefly the share-cropping system. The 
average tenant has nothing to offer but his 
labor. He must depend on “furnishings” 
from the land owner. “Furnishings” include 
a house, a team of mules and advances for 
food or clothing until settlement time ar- 
rives, after the crop is sold. Few of these 
advances are Cash; usually they are exten- 
sions of credit at a store, frequently one 
operated by the plantation owner. 

In buying at such a store. a tenant uses 
a book of tickets or scrip. Prices for goods 
bought with these tickets are considerably 
higher than for cash. In one store, I no- 
ticed ‘that the cash price of potatoes was 
$1.75, but with a scrip book a buyer had to 
pay $2.25. . Sometimes the difference. runs 
as high as 40 or 50 per cent. Moreover, the 


no 


tenant using these advances must pay high 
interest—sometimes as much as 25 per cent. 

The tenant is supposed to receive 50 per 
cent of the selling price of the cotton he 
raises, after all advances and certain other 
items are deducted. If he is lucky enough 
to have a cash balance due him, he has 


something to live on through the winter. 
But frequently he is -still in debt to the 


land owner. This may be true even though 
his share represents not Only his own labor, 
but that of his entire family. Children 6 
years old are supposed to help pick cotton 
or carry water to other workers. 

If the tenant attempts to move to another 
plantation, he will have difficulty in obtain- 
ing a new place until he settles his debt to 
his former landlord. Unable to do that, he 
may be obliged to stay on the owner's terms, 
a victim Of virtual peonage.

Houses furnished these tenant families 
are incomparably the worst I have. ever 
seen being used for human habitation. They 
are rickety shacks, literally falling to pieces, 
I visited one in which the family had been 
moved into one room because the owner 
wanted the rest of the house for storing 
corn. The house was not even a decent 
corncrib., 

It is certain that, with fewer acres in pro- 
duction, competition for such work as re- 
mains has tended to force many tenants to 
accept harsher terms. The _ scarcity of 
places has even brought in a new type of 
economy on a still lower level than share- 
cropping—the raising of cotton by day 
labor, by men who work for from 50 to 75 
cents a day, with no share whatever in the 
crop. Even these low wages, I was told, 
are not always paid in cash, but sometimes 
in credit at a commissary store. 

In fairness, though, it should be stated 
that, bad as general conditions are in FEast- 
ern Arkansas, there are a few land owners 
who have tried to live up to the provisions 
in their Government contracts. They have 
given tenants their just share of Govern- 
ment payments for the retirement of land, 
have redistributed the remaining acreage 
equitably among their tenants and have 
made no evictions. The fewest complaints 
come from the smaller plantations. Where 
the Government contracts have been honest- 
ly carried out, cash receipts of tenants have 
been somewhat increased. 

There is an increasing possibility of tech- 
nology forcing a crisis,which would affect 
the entire cotton-growing area. That would 
inevitably occur if any of the several score 
of inventors working on the project were to 
perfect a mechanical cotton picker. I asked 
the opinion of an informed observer, and 
he confirmed my judgment in the matter. 

“The perfection of a mechanical cotton 
picker just at this time would serve to bring 
the impending crisis to a head quicker,” he 
said, “but it is coming, anyway. Things 
can't gO on, growing steadily worse, as they 
are now. There must be a halt, and it will 
be soon. Whatever happens—it won't be a 
revolt—will jar the South and the Govern- 
ment into recognizing the plight of the mil- 
lions who are entirely dependent on cotton 
and the whims of the large land owners.

Officer Fires at Two 
Youths Running Away 

After Breaking of Win- 
dow at Jewelry Store. 


A 19-year-old youth was shot in 
the leg by a policeman and his 
companion, 17, was arrested after 
they had robbed the Vincent Rapp 
jewelry store, 1718 South Broadway, 
last midnight.

Karcher fired two shots at 
them. McBride, struck, fell to the 
pavement as his companion dodged 
around the corner of a building out 
of range. 

Karcher asked a passerby to no- 
tify the district station. A crowd

patrol car. Karcher recognized a 
hatless youth in the group as the 
second robber, and arrested him. 

McBride would not discuss the 
robbery. Howell talked freely, say- 
ing that he and his friend had 
made the round of taverns and 
dance halls last night.
